"I was down*n the San Juan 
coantry in i8Si, and had a claim 
over on Sultan Mountain, which 
I callid the Jessie. It was s 
promising crevice, snd I worked 
at it faithfully until I had expended 
nearly #500, mainly for grub and 
powder, living aloao in my cabin 
and frequently working fifteen 
hours a day. Then I sept home 
and lallMr seat hm fsoo meie, 

which I ti-sed up. T'.y that-time I 
lutd been at work nearly two 
yeata, and bad driven my tunnel 
in about 300 feet, every inch of it 
V. ith my own baofia. Tb<b 1 be- 
came 4iiaB«wgB<t aa I Itaaw father 
had a asoftgage on the old place 
and couldn't afiord to help me any 
mora, t got credit for I too and 
kept at work, driving the tunne 
50 feet farther, and then I feh that

He 
asked to see the tunnel, which 
mostly in solid rock without 
ring, and after he had closely

wanted to sell. I feigt ed indil- 
fercrtt<', ai.il, .iftcr calculating 350 
feet of tunneling at.f 19 a foot, an- 
swere<nhat 1 mlifct if I got my 
price. 'Well, what's your price?' 
he asked. 'Twenty-five hundred 
dollsrs,' I replied, w!th my hesrt 
in my mouth. 'Come down to 
town and get your money.' was the 
answer, and that night I slept with 
s '<> un<l< r my pillow, in clean 
sheets lor the first time in two 
years. Next morning the pur 
chaser asked me to help him put 
in a couple of shots, and of course 
I agreed. When we got to the 
tunnel he examined the wall and 
selected a point about too feet 
from! tha me^^. <l«t^i drill a 
couple of holaa harOi' toe said. 
The minute be laid hold of the 
sledge I saw he was a miner, snd 
in a short time we had two beauti- 
ful holes in the rock. When the 
lihots went of f coald hardly re- 
strain myself from rushing into 
the tunnel st once, and when the 
smoke cleared away I was the 
first on the spot. And there lay a 
body of ore exposed which was af- 
terward found to be 3 feet thick, 
and ^n over lioo to the ton. I 
had left the vein, and the aupcr- 
ior knowledge of my purchaaer 
had enabled him • to detect the 
point of departure. 

"I stayed around there a week, 
by which time he had taken out 
enough ore to pay'fof the coat of 
the mine, and then I went home 
and paid off the mortgage on the 
farm, and I'v, Ro< the farm yet, 
though I atn still roii\ing. More 
than #30,000 was taken out of tbat 
hole, and then the vein was lost 
and has never been found since. "

Arbitration Treaty 

Bngland. 
Froa iha OMs'Dsaoeral. 

Perhsps there is some hyperbole 
in the London ChroititU's charact- 
erization of *he arbitration treaty 
between the United States and 
Bngland as "the event of the nine- 
teenth century." Still, the agree- 
ment is so important to the two 
n^ioos directly concerned, and, as 
an example, it may have such an 
influence on other great eoiinlrics, 
that a little exuberance of feeling 
in the United States and Bngland 
on account o( it is jiardon- 
able. It does not avcit war even 
between the two nations named ex- 
cept by the tive years covered by 
the compact, but it renders future 
and longer adjustments easier to 
negotiate. 

Apparently the entire field of 
controversy between the two coun- 
tries is covered, and during the five 
yesrs to which its operation is lim- 
ited, the peace between these na- 
tions will not be broken. In view 
of the Venezuelan difhculty twelve 
months auo, and the chances of 
troubl-^at time and since theu 
with KnglanU on other questions, 
this agreement juatiftea all the re- 
joicing which it occasions in the 
two countries affected. It is dealt 
with hare as an accomplished fact 
because the manifest and tran- 
scendent benefits which such 
a settlement will bring will un- 
doubtedly command for it the ap- 
proval of the Senate. 

Viewed even in its material as- 
pect the treaty is such a magnifi- 
cent achievement that the day of 
its adoption will be memorable 
in diplomj liistory. It substi- 
tutes cheai)i -ceful and orderly 
adjnatment , he inhuman and 
destructive aroitrament of war. It 
is a triumph of civilization over 
barbarism. • It is a victory of the 
twentieth century spirit over the 
sixteenth. Treaties broader than 
this in their scope and in the num- 
ber of nations affected — perhaps 
many such treaties — will have to 
be'kdopted before war is eotire^ 
abolished. Still, this .'uijustmeni 
is a ste|;v though a shoal one, to 
ward the era of universal peace 
seen in Tennyson's vision, when 
The war drums throbt>ed no longer, and

ighk 'OSS the breastworks. 
Rank afteW^^ank was riddled by 
shot and shell and bayonet thvasts, 

and finally sank, a mass of lorn 
and mutilated corpses; then fresh 
troops rnahad madly forward to 
replace the dead, and so the mur 
doroua work want on. Quds were 
run up to the parapet, and double 
charges of canister played their 
part in the bloody work. The 
fence saila .and toga in the breast- 
workawtra ahattered into splint- 
ara, and traaa ever a foot and a 
half in diameter were cut com- 
pletely in two by the incessant 
musketry fire. A section of the 
trunk of a stout oak tree thus 
severed was afterward sent to 
Washington, where it is still on 
exhibition at' th« National Mu- 
seum. We had not only shot 
down an army but also a forest. 

The op p o Mn g flags were in 
places thrust against each other 
and muskets were fired with muz- 
against mu^^^ Skulls were 
crushed wKh clubbed muskets 
and men stabbed to death with 
swords and bayonets thrust be- 
tween the logs in the parapet 
which ^aiMatad the combatants. 
Wild elieen» aavigo yalls, and 
frantic shrieks rose above the sigh- 
ing of the wind and tha pattering 
of tha rain, and formed a demon- 
iacal accompaniment to the boom- 
ing of the guns as they hurled 
their missiles of death into the 
contending ranks. Ev<'n the 
darkness of night and the pitiless 
storm failed to stop the fierce con- 
test, and the deadly strife did not 
cease till after midnight. Our 
troops had been under fire for 
twenty hours, but tliey still held 
the position yhicli they had so 
dearly purehaaad. My dutiea car- 
ried nie again to the spot the next 
day, and the appalling sight pre- 
sented was harrowing in the ex- 
treme. Our own killed were scat- 
tered over a large space near the 
"angle," whila in front of the cap- 
tured breastworks the enemy's 
dead, vastly more numerous than 
our own, were piled upon each 
other, in some places four layers 
deep, exhibiting every ghastly 
phase of mutilation. Below the 
mass of fast decaying corpses, the 
convulsive twitching of limbs and 
the writhing of bodies showed that 
there were wounded men still 
alive and struggling to extricate 
themaalvea from, their horrid en- 
tombment. Every r<'lief jiossible 
was afforded, but in too many casts 
it came too late. The place was 
well named th^"I3loody Angle. " 

The aeauits of the battle are 
best svoMMd op in the report 
•liieh the G«neral-in-cliicf s.-nt to 
Washington. At 6:30 p. m., .May 
1 2, he wrote to Halleck as follows: 
"The eighth day of battle closes 
leaving between three and four 
thousand priaoners in our hands 
for the day's work, including two 
general officers, and over thirty 
pieces of artillery. The enemy are 
obstinate and seem to have found 
the last ditch. We have lost no

If Wall Street 
brokers and others who are under 
great mental strain would, on two 
morninta every week, include a 
couple of baked bananas in their 
menu and leave out the chop or 
steak, 'tkey would last longer. I 
am as hard a brain worker as any 
person in New-*' nd I have 
subsisteid for^ ntirely on 

baked .bananas. J see lean, 

blood -poor persons, r advise them 
to eat baked bananas and they un- 
failingly build up and gain hesh. 

This subject, which might not 
inappropriately be called the 
"Banana Cure," because many 
illnesses can be cured by eating 
baked bananas, merits the closest 
investigation. The introduction 
of tliQ potato was a great boon to 
the people, but 1 predict that the 
sprea/ling of a knowledge of the 
abov«.4*Cts over this country will 
prttltf of aiill greater benefit.

Many Kentucky people who have 
seen the wonderful work of Carl 
G. Von Schooler, the Kuttawa en- 
graver, flill testify to the truth of 
this story, told by Irvin Cobb in 
"The Paducah News," though it 
will sound murh like ;i pi|)e dr;am 
to the uninitated: "A house fly 
went off with a pair of scissors at 
Kuttawa a few wc< ks ago. This 
sounds strange, especially when 
it IS added the fly was just a com- 
mon, everyday sp"cimen of that 
domestic pest. In thai respect, 
however, the fly differed from the 
shears. The scissors were among 
the wonderful minute tools in- 
tended for the cherry-stone work- 
basket made by C. G. von Schooler 
the engraver Although so small 
that their outline could not be dis- 
tinguished by the ordinary eye, 
they were perfect in size and 
mechanism, it being possible to 
cut human hair and cobwebs with 
their tiny steel blades. It took 
several days of Mr. von Sehoeler's 
time to product^ them, too. 

"The scissors lay on the carver's 
work-table. The fly started across 
the table. His legs became en- 
tangled with the ucissors, and lie 
took flight. The sheara were ao 
light that the insect moved away 
with ease before Mr. von Schoeler 
could rescue his precious little 
prize. The fly has not been seen 
since. Neither have the scissors. 
The former owner of the scissors 
says the lly is at home cutting out 
a new'^pair of l^ht trousers for 
summer use."

Helen Keller ia a household 
name both in America and foreign 
lands. She is blind as well aa deaf. 
That the walls of silence and dark- 
ness which shut her from the world 
have been broken down, that her 
aoul haa been set free, and the aeal 
of silence taken . -<m her lips, 
seems miraculous to those who 
know not how it waa done. The 
limits of this article will perP^t 
only the brieidst outline of her 
story. 

R<'ndered both deaf and blind at 
19 months by severe illness, she 
passed the first saven years of fier 
life in silence, daikness, and igno- 
rance. Who could have auapaetad 
the exquiaite soul imprisoned in 
that mute and darkened body? 
Bright, patient, loving woman 
came, and tha miraoio began. 

There was only one possible av- 
enue of approach to the beleaguer- 
ed soul. The sense of toneh re- 
mained, and to that the teacher, 
Miss Annie M. Sullivan addressed 
her efforts. Through finger spell- 
ing the child at length obtained 
the idea of language, and with this 
key other doors conld bo otdocked. 
Having naturally a line mind she 
learned rapidly when ooca atarted, 
and developed a phenomanal Mem- 
ory. 

While Helen received informa- 
tion only through manual spelling, 
and in limited amount, she never 
forget. To tell her something 
waa like writing it in a book. When 
youwtahedtlie fact.agatn montba 
or even years afterward, you had 
only to ask for it. But later, 
as she began to read books snd 
meet more people, and to receive 
impressions through more chan- 
nels and in larger numbera, her 
memory ceased to be ao abaolutdy 
reliable. 

Until she was 1 1 years of age, 
her only means of communtcmtion 
was by finger-spelling. Then at 
her own urgent request she was 
given lessons in speech by Miss 
Fuller, principal of the Horsce 
Mann School. The rapidity with 
which she acquired the ability to 
speak was unprecedented. She 
aoon abandoned finger-spelling as 
a means of expression, and has ever 
since used speech alone. 

But others still had to communi- 
cate with her by their fingers. She 
then expressed a atrong wish to 
learn lo resd the lips by touching 
them with her fingers. For the 
purpose of attempting this difficult 
tssk and to get special training in 
speech she came to the Wright-^ 
Humason School in New York City. 
During the two years that she re- 
mained there she succeeded in ac- 
quiring the power of underatanding 
people when they itpoke to her, and 
at the same time pursued regular 
courses of study in arithmetic, his- 
tory, physical geography, French 
and German. She has read much 
of the best literature, and is very 
ntelligent on the topics of the 
day. Her own speech is now ex- 
cellent, and she haaanteroda girla' 
school in Cambridge, Mass., taking 
a course preparatory for Radcliffe 
College. 

When being apokeo to, she 
places her index finger lightly upon 
the lips, while the other fingers 
rest upon the cheek, the middle 
finger touching the nose. Her 
thumb IS upon the larynx. This 
position gives her the greatest pos- 
sible information concerning the 
elements of which speech is com-

The Duty oa Ceal. 

In the argument presented to 
the Ways and Means Committee 
the following statements were made 
by the West Virginia operators. 
The main objects of the tariff should 
be to raise revenOe. Bituminous 
coal (rom the early days of the 
government has been subject to 
duty. The duty under the present 
law is much less than at any 
previous time. It has been I2.80 
per ton. In 1873 it was reduced 
(rom $1.75 to .75 perton and in 1894 
by the Wilson act to 40 cents. The 
average ad valorem duty of all ar- 
ticles under the McKinley bill was 
48 per cent, and under the present 
law 41 per cent 

A duly o( 40 rents per ton is 
equivalent .^o 14 per cent, ad valo- 
rem and if it were made 75 cents 
per ton it would l)e about 23 per 
cent or but litllu more than one- 
half Ihe average ratellt the present 
time. Canada imposes a duty o( 
60 cents a short to 1 or 67 cents a 
long ton on oar coaL The com- 
peting coals are mined less than 
forty miles from iho sea, while our 
coala nnat be carried from 906 to 

40omiies to reach tidewater. There 
are 100,000 men in tht: seaboard 
States engaged in mining coal or 
more than half a million people 
depending on its production for a 
livinff. In 189s die ssMant in* 

porte>I was 1,131,964 tons at <3 32 
per ton and the duty collected was 
l988»aC9. Ia 1896 the imported 
tonnage was 1,243,836, the duty 
only I485, 1 58, and the price I2. 70 
per ton. 

Those who consume domestic 
coals do not object to the restora- 
tien of duty of 75 cobIs par tOB be- 
cause home competition has 
brought prices down to satisfactory 
ratea. The oppoeition to a duly

The writer witttessed a touctjag 
scene on Friday afternoon Ukt at 
Sebree, Ky. As the accommoda- 
tion train drew up to the platform, 
it became evident that something 
unusual was happening. Throngs 
of children and adults eagerly 
moving here and there, men has- 
tening hither i^nd thither, good 
housewives, who had come hastily 
without hats as if anxious to ^ro t 
or say goodby to some good (ru nd, 
all this excited the curiosity of the 
passengers. We sought the rea- 
son and discovered that Prof. 
W. Y. Allen, having completed the 
first term of his school at that 
place, had resigned his work as 
teacher and pastor there to accept 
the pastorste of the Christian 
Church at Elizabethtown, Ky. 

Mr. Allen came to Hopkins 
County from Muhlenberg several 
years a^o and has since been 
teaching and preaching, most of 
the time in this county. The 
school he has just closed la Web- 
ster County is probably hit last as 
be now formally eatera the ministry 
and will devote his life to it. Mr. 
Allen has won and retained the 
highe.'.t esteem off these communi- 
ties and will ever merit and com- 
mand such esteem by his earneat 
work lor the beat interests of the 
people wherever he msy go. 

Aa Aversion to "Plants" 

We understand one of Madison- 
ville's substantial citizens is much 
eKorcised over the prospective pass- 
age uf a curfew ordinance in that 
city. His principal objections are 
that taxes are high enough as it ia, 
and he does not believe a '*plaat" 
would pay eapenaet in a town of 
that siis. He aqrs he wants his 
children to have all the comforta 
of life and as many of the luxuries 
as he can afford, and that he knows 
if tliey do succeed in introducing 
"curfews" in Msdisonville, iie mil 
have to invest; for he says he is not 
the man to stand around snd hear 
his children crying for curfew with- 
oat aettinc then up^ MlMf u he's 
got a cent. 

He thinks Madisonville, at the 
rate she is travelling, is traund to 
overreach herself. He goea on- to 
explain that the first tyaaptooi of 
metropolitan dissipation ma«le its 
appearance when a funnel-shaped 
ciond of wires, cross-arms and 
posts settled down upon the town 
and the disturbance became cen- 
tral in a telephone exchinge. The 
same cloud thickened up a little, 
and they set up electric light plants 
in the place of shade treea along 
some of the streets, which the tax- 
payers cslt night-blooming se- 
riouses, and now nobody is in it 
unless Ins house 'S festooneii with 
eleciric vines, and decorated with 
incandescent morning glories. 

They were not satisfied with this, 
so he says, but agitated a water- 
work- plant, a sort of inigation ma- 
chine to sprinkle the other plants 
with. And now, right on top of 
the whole capoodlc, before the 
children have hardly learned to 
ride their bicycles, he says, they 
want to put in a small sized — in 
fact, a child's sized-rcurfew plant. 

One of his aeighbots sdvised 
him to look up on "curfew" before 
expressing himself too freely. He 
got down the chlldraa's dictioiiary 
that night, and, after exhausting 
tne "k's," finally lan across this 
definition: "Curfew; —Originally, 
a signsl tu cover fires, extinguish 
lights, etc" Next morning, he 
apologized aod aaid he would not 
have known a "ewrfew" bad he met 
it ia the raad, bat mw he was 
posted. "Still," aaid he, "I'm 
posod to 'em, or any ot)ier blamed 
patent Fire-Extinguisher. They 
might kiver up and smother out a 
a little fire, but twouldn't do to 
chance 'em on the new city hall." 

Rev. J. W. LIgoa. 

A letter received from Rev. J. 
W. Ligon corrects the reports that 
he is to move from Trenton. He 
says: "I have accepted a call from 
the church (at Sebrce) to serve 
them as preacher this year, but 
have no inteatioa of changing my 
place of r aaiden c e. I uall re- 
main here among the good people 
whom I have learned to love, and 
will visit Sebree once a month 
from this place." This is quite a 
distance ta go but the call was 
urgent and unanimous. Mr. Ligon 
had served-thst congregation once 
before. He now has four eoagre- 
gatioaa, Teenton, Guthrie, Roer- 
geaia and Sebree.

Most people know what the cur- 
few law is, or used to be, and there 
is much in English literature that 
tells of the times when throughout 
Engisnd and e lsewhere, the ringing 
of a liell at an early hour in the eve- 
ning, gave the signsl to the inhsb- 
itautsof a town or village to extin- 
guish their fires and lights and get 
themselves off home. There was 
no age limit then, for the older per- 
sons were more likely than the chil- 
dren to get into mischief and brawls 
on the street. 

But there are some who do not 
know the f nil import of "curfew." 
The term comes through the 
French and is but a slight modifica- 
tion nf the French MMw/w, mean- 
ing "cover-fire." 

According to the best authorities 
this was a very common police re- 
gulation during the middle ages, as 
a protection a^^Batfir•aa8 well as 
against nocturnal dtaordera io, the 
unlighted streets. The practica is 
commonly said to have been intro- 
duced into ICngland from the conti- 
nent by William the CoDqueror,but 
it prolial.iy existed there before this 
time. The curfew- bell is still rung 
in some places at 9 o'clock, though 
it is several centuries since it was 
required b^ law. 

One writer says: "The kloka la 
in Abo (Finland), even at the pres- 
ent day traverse the towns crying 
the 'go to bed linie.' Those 
abroad are told tc 'make haste 
home,' and those at home to 'put 
out their fires. ' " The latter would 
be a rather oold ciiatooi in Fwland, 
but that 18 what tha writer says, 
and we are not rsipaiiaiMa fof his 
inconsistencies. 

We have enough boys in Earl- 
ington who have been corrupted, 
are being corrupted, a^d a world 
of others coming on who will be 
subject to the corroptioa of bodc* 
alley, dark cornered meaiiness and 
wickedness, of which there are al- 
ways many willing and apept ex- 
ponents among older boys and 
men who get their education that 
way and are happiest when com- 
municating to younger generations 
and thus perpetuating all the vile- 
ness of which they nave becoaie 
masters. 

Many men do not consider the 

corrupting influence of their oaths 
and vile stories upon the boy in his 
hearing, but the result is as serious 
as if be hsd set himself deliber- 
ately at the work of corruption of 
the boy's morals. 

Let us now put a"thou shalt not" 
on oiu ordinance book, and stand 
between the boya and these influ- 
ences which work their ruin. 

Some months ago The Bf.k spoke 
briefly inadvocacy of a curfew law 
for EarlingtOD, but the campaign 
was then the only thing that could 
arouse any interest. Now. how- 
ever, it IS different. If you could 
hear all tha espreaaioaa and see the 
interest aad aaraaatneaa exhibited 
by the msny citizens whom The 
Btx has interviewed, you would be 
impressed with the certainty ot the 
crystallization of this sentiment in- 
to the much needed law.

One of tbe first lessons is that 
not all can be done with the iann 
that its owner would like to do, 
because either of lack or fertility 
or because the land though fertile 
is too wet or too rough to be profit- 
ably worked. It ought to be the 
aim of every fanner lo remove 
these obstacles to good farming, 
and to get his land at the dose of | ^"""^.^y"'; 
each year in better condition than 
it was a twelvemonth before. In 
such case, though the farmer may 
not have laid by any money he has 
put his earnings in a bank where 
they will be safer and produce bet- 
ter dividends than any he can find 
either in the cities or in the unfor- 
tunate Western loans that have 
brought loss to so many 
investors in the past few years. To 
make their land richer, and produc- 
tion less costly.ought f) be the aim 
ol every farmer. If after fair trial 
he finds that his land will not pay 
(or this, and cannot see how it may 
be done within a few years, lie need 
not even then give up his plans 
(or making it pay its way. Probably 
in this case, as in lliousaiuls of 
others, failure to make tlie farm 
pay lias come from too little con- 
centration of money and labor. If 
the effort had been devoted to mak- 
ing the best land pay as much as 
possible, leaving the rest to pro- 
duce wliat it will, the profit would 
be greater. Much of New England 
was cleared of its forest .under an 
enthusiasm for gt tting rid of timber 
growth that is now seen to have 
been unwiso.
